As my lady-friend Carol told you I am Incarcerated within the 

Virginia Penal" system. I expect to be parolled early next year, the 

Lord willing, That*'s right I said "The Iord”l I turned my life over 

to Jesus Chrl'st three years ago, and Harold, I've never been happier 

in my life. Truly I can say my life ha» direction and purpose. 

But enough about me. This letter Is being written for an 

algotether different purpose, Harold, I have met a very special man 

here at Deerfield Correctional Center, Roland B, (Bud) Culllgan, He is 

a Lt, General In the Air Force, who worked for the C.I.A'. for 20 years 

and Is really still employed by the agency. He Is a political prisoner. 

The enclosures will give you an Idea of what I'm speaking about. Please 

return all of the enclosures Harold, 

Now, the crux of the matter^ Before I go any further, be especially 

advised that It could be extremely dangerous to get too close to this 

situation, as people have lost their lives In so doing, Harold, General 

Culllgan kept a dally journal of his activities for all those years 

working for the C.I.A. Make no mistake about It, his journal Is " dynamite *,* 

r have not read It, as It Is obviously In a safe place. 

Harold, remember how difficult It was to get "V/hlte-Wash"' published? 

Gen*?earl Culllgan desparately wants to get his journal published, but

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General Culllgan's journal contains information, very specific 
information relating to President Kennedy's assassination, as well 
as many other activities which are substantiated by memos, orders,

Harold, please look over the enclosures and determine what, if 
any, help you could provide the General in his aspirations to publish 
his journal. Do not forget, BE VERY DISCREETT Like I said, it could 
become VERY dangerous. 

The reason I've come to you is, I think, fairly clear. You 
have been through something like this before, and I do not believe 
you are too easily Intimidated. I know you will not under-estimate 
the significance of General Culllgan's journal. Truly, he Is quite 
a man, I know you will like him alot If, and when you meet him, or 
just correspond with him,
